The address, which bears a remark- 


able similarity to the manifesto framed 
by the council of workmen last No- 
vember, which landed its authors and 
the editors of eight St. Petersburg 
newspapers, in cells of the fortress of 
St. Peter and St_ Paul, strikes the gov- 
ernment in its most vulnerable point 
by declaring that the administration 
and not parliament is responsible for 
the delay in the settlement of the 
agrarian question and by proclaiming 
a cessation of payment of taxes and of 
military service and repudiation of fu- 
ture loans. The address is as follows: 


"To the people from their popular 


representatives: 


"Citizens of all Russia: Parliament 


has been dissolved by ukase of July 21. 
You elected us as your representatives 
and instructed us to fight for our coun- 
try and freedom. In execution of your 
instructions and our duty we drew 
up laws in order to ensure freedom to 
the people. 
We demanded the re- 


moval of Irresponsible ministers who 
wer» infringing the laws with impunity 
and oppressing freedom. First of all, 
however, we wanted to bring out a 
law respecting the distribution of land 
to working peasants and involving the 
assignment, to this end, of crown ap- 
panages, monasteries and lands belong- 
ing to the clergy, and compulsory ex- 
propriation of private estates. 
The 


government held such a law to be in- 
admissable, and upon parliament once 
more urgently putting forward its reso- 
lution regarding compulsory expropria- 
tion parliament was dissolved. 


"The government promises to con- 


voke a new parliament seven months 
hence. Russia must remain without 
popular representation for seven whole 
months, at a time when the people are 
standing on the brink of ruin, and in- 
dustry and commerce are undermined, 
when the whole country is seething 
with unrest and when the ministry has 
definitely shown Its incapacity to dc 
justice to peculiar needs. For seven 
months the government will act arbi- 
trarily and will fight against the popu- 
lar movement 
in order to obtain a 


pliable, subservient parliament Should 
It succeed, however, in completely sup- 
pressing the popular movement tas 
government will convoke no parlia- 
ment at all. 


"Citizens, stand up for your tram- 


pled-on rights, for popular representa- 
tion and for an imperial parliament- 
Rnssia must not remain a day without 
popular representation. 
You possess 


the means of acquiring it. The gov- 
ernment has, without the assent of 
the popular representatives, no right 
to collect taxes from the people nor 
to summon the people to military ser^- 
ice. Therefore, you are now the gov- 
ernment- 
The dissolved parliament 


was justified in giving neither money 
nor soldiers. Should the government, 
however, contract loans IB order '_o 
procure funds, such loans will be in- 
valid without the consent of the popu- 
lar representatives. The Russian peo- 
ple will never acknowledge them and 
will not be called upon to pay them. 
Accordingly, until a popular represen- 
tative parliament is summoned do not 
give a kopec to the throne or a soldier 
to the army. Be steadfast in your re- 
fusal. No power can resist the uni- 
ted, inflexible will of the people. 


"Citizens, in this obligatory and un- 


avoidable struggle 
your representa- 


tives will be with you."

and not parliament Is responsible for 
the delay in the settlement of the 
agrarian question and by proclaiming 
a cessation of payment of taxes and of 
military service and repudiation of fu- 
ture loans. The address is as follows: 
"To the people from their popular 
representatives: 


"Citizens of all Russia: Parliament 
has been dissolved by ukase of July 21. 
You elected us as your representatives 
and instructed us to fight for our coun- 
try and freedom. In execution of your 
instructions and our duty we drew 
up laws In order to ensure freedom to 
the people. 
We 
demanded the re- 
moval of irresponsible ministers who 
^rero' infringing the laws with impunity 
and oppressing: freedom, Flrat of ell, 
however, we wanted to bring out a 
law respecting the distribution of land 
to working peasants and involving the 
assignment, to this end, of crown ap- 
panages, monasteries and lands belong- 
ing to the clergy, and compulsory ex- 
propriation of private estates. 
Thg 
government held such a law to be in- 
admissable, and upon parliament once 
more urgently putting forward its reso- 
lution regarding compulsory expropria- 
tion parliament was dissolved. 


"The government promises to con- 
voke a new parliament seven months 
hence. 
Russia must remain without 
popular representation for seven whole 
months, at a time when the people aro 
standing on the brink of ruin, and in- 
dustry and commerce are imdermined, 
when the whole country Is seething 
with unrest and when the ministry has 
definitely shown its inqapacity to do 
justice to peculiar needs. 
For seven 
mopths the government will act arbi- 
trarily and will ilght against the popu- 
lar movement 
In order to obtain a 
pliable, subservient parliament. Should 
it succeed, however, in completely sup- 
pressing the popular movemcoit the 
government will convoke no parlia- 
ment at all.

In execution of your 
instructions and our duty we drew 
up laws in order to ensure freedom to 
the people. 
We 
demanded the re­ 
moval of irresponsible ministers who 
wero infringing the laws with impunity 
and oppressing freedom. Firat of all, 
however, we wanted to bring out a 
law respecting the distribution of land 
to working peasants and involving tho 
assignment, to this end, of crown ap­ 
panages, monasteries and lands belong­ 
ing to the clergy, and compulsory ex 
propriation of private estates. 
Tha 
government held such a law to be in- 
admissable, and upon parliament once 
more urgently putting forward its reso­ 
lution regarding compulsory expropria­ 
tion parliament was dissolved. 


“The government promises to con­ 
voke a new parliament seven months 
hence. 
Russia must remain without 
popular representation for seven whole 
months, at a time when the people aro 
standing on the brink of ruin, and in­ 
dustry and commerce are undermined, 
when the whole country is seething 
with unrest and when the ministry has 
definitely shown its inqapacity to do 
Justice to peculiar needs. 
For seven 
months the government will act arbi­ 
trarily and will fight against the popu­ 
lar movement 
in order to obtain a 
pliable, subservient parliament. Should 
it succeed, however, in completely sup­ 
pressing the popular movement the 
government will convoke no parlia­ 
ment at all. 


“Citizens, stand up for your tram- 
pled-on rights, for popular representa­ 
tion and for an imperial parliament. 
Russia must not remain a day without 
popular representation. 
You possess 
the means of acquiring it. 
The gov­ 
ernment has, without the assent of 
the popular representatives, no right 
to collect taxes from the people nor 
to summon the people to military serv. 
ice. 
Therefore, you are now the gov­ 
ernment. 
The dissolved parliament 
was justified in giving neither money 
nor soldiers, 
Should the government, 
however, contract loans in order to 
procure funds, such loans will be in­ 
valid without the consent of the popu­ 
lar representatives. The Russian peo­ 
ple will never acknowledge them and 
will not be called upon to pay them, 
Accordingly, until a popular represen­ 
tative parliament is summoned do not 
give a kopec to the throne or a soldier 
to the army. Be steadfast in your re­ 
fusal, 
No power can resist the uni­ 
ted, inflexible will of the people, 
“Citizens, in this obligatory and un­ 
avoidable 
struggle 
your representa­ 
tives will be with you.”

NE of the favorite hunting 
grounds for the student of ma- 
rine life is the Great Barrier 
Reef of Australia, that coralline 


•wall which stretches for 1200 miles 
from northwest to southeast along the 
eastern verge of the island continent. 


Upon its summit flourish varied form 


of ocean life from tbe tropic and tem- 
perate zones. Here are rare shells, 
delicate sponges, seaweeds yet un- 
named. Strange, brilliant Ssh find their 
;way amidst the branchy coral. Deep 
in cave-like fastnesses lurk uncouth 
monsters, all eyes and arms and jaws, 
alert to seize their incautious prey. 
Around and beneath, their labors af- 
fording a resting place and a refuge 
for all this teeming life, the tiny build- 
ers are still busy. 


Near the end of November. 1S94. 


Crosby Wilson, an English scientist, 
had come up the Great Barrier in a 
•mall Melbourne schooner to make a 
collection of shells. A reserved and si- 
lent man of forty-five, he was an ex- 
pert couc-hologisi, whose discoveries 
•were of world-wide interest although 
bis name was barely known outside 
toe circle of his intimate friends. 


One morning Wilsoa planned a lonely 


ramble over the reef. .His vessel was 
safely anchored in a cove south of one 
of the few small islands that rear their 
heads along the Barrier. Fifteen min- 
utes' rowing in the diagey with the 
mate aud two sailors brought him to 
the spot where be desired to land. The 
sea was calm, and it was not difficult 
to approach close to the edge of the 
reef. The scientist stepped overboard 
into the few inches of water that cov- 
ered the coral. 


"Mind your steps, sir," said the 


mate, as the boat rowed away. 


Wilson thanked him for bis warning, 


although it was little needed. It was 
by no means his first visit to the Great 
Barriers. Ke was perfectly familiar j 
.With its perils. 


It was a beautiful morning. Over 


the half submerged coral-tne sta-rip- 
pled gently. Eastward a flock of gulls 
floated above the placid ocean. Fish 
broke in the lagoon. Half a mile away 
a school of sperm whales bound south- 
jrard were spouting. 


The conchologist was a tall, thin 


man, and as he stalked solemnly to 
and fro through the shallows, with 
•pectacles astride of his long, beak-like 
nose, and making an occasional stoop, 
lie looked for all the world like a crane 
or heron. He wore a pair of hip boots, 
made especially thick to protect him 
from the bites of fish and crabs. When- 
ever he discovered a desirable shell he 
dropped it into a net of small rope 
.•which one of the sailors had knotted. 
By the time the tide turned he had 
almost filled this. He began to make 
Ids way slowly toward the island. 


One of the commonest forms of life 


on the Great Barrier is the giant clam, 
or Tridacna gigas. These bivalves lie 
;with their huge mouths gaping wide to 
catch the food swept over them by the 
•ea current The strength of their mus- 
cles is prodigious, and woe to the un- 
fiucky object that is caught between 
their shells. 
Wilson knew well the 


peril he might incur by an incautious 
•tep. Se kept a sharp lookout as he 
walked along. 


Just beyond a little pool a rare conch 


caught the scientist's attention. In the 
Joy of discovery, with his eyes fastened 
on his find, he stepped upon what 
looked like a bank of weed. Unfortu- 
nately this concealed the open jaws of 
* large clam. 
Down went Wilson's 


right leg almost to the knee. Instantly 
the shell snapped together and he was 
trapped. As the strong, sharp jaws 
closed the Englishman could not re- 
press a yell of pain. He did not need 
to look down to learn what had gripped 
Dim. 
Without wasing time in useless 


•truggling he flung the bag from his 
shoulder and cast about for means to 
extricate himself.

A new process for purification of su- 


gar-beet juice, by means of hydrosul- 
phnric acid, is announced by Consul 
Ledoux. of Prague.

The German Government Is making 


preparations for the issue shortly of 
weather forecasts for agriculturists. 
The forecasts will be sent free or at a 
nominal charge, and the success of the 
undertaking will be judged from re- 
turns of the subsequent weather sup- 
plied by. the recipients of the informa- 
tion. 


The forest service of the Department 


of Agriculture lias Issued statistics ot 
the crossties purchased by the steam 
railroad companies during 1905. 
The 


total number of ties reported is 80,051.- 
000, of which 22,569,000. or 26 per cent, 
were to be used for the construction of 
new track. As 95 per cent of the rail- 
way mileage reported, the total num- 
ber of ties used by the steam railways 
would be 84,400,000, representing near- 
ly 3.000.000,000 feet of lumber, board 
measure. 


From Australia comes ithe proposi- 


tion, to employ mica for the powdei 
chamber of cartridges. The allege-2 
advantages are that the quality of the 
powder could be judged through it* 
transparent covering; that on accounl 
of the resistance of mica to heat the 
temperature of the gun would not rise 
so rapidly with firing as is the case 
when ordinary cartridges are used, and, 
finally, that in employing mica car- 
tridges it would never be necessary tc 
grease the breech of the gun. 


According to recent experiments in 


one of the scientific bureaus at Wash- 
ington the temperature of tbe Incan- 
descent filament in an ordinary elec- 
tric lamp varies between 2483 degrees 
and 2S90 degrees Fahrenheit This is 
perceptibly lower than the melting 
point of iron, which is about 1600 de- 
grees centigrade, or 2912 degrees Fah- 
renheit But with carbon fibres a little 
thicker than ordinary, giving a littla 
brighter light, it is thought that the 
temperature may rise to 2962 degrees 
Fahrenheit or fifty degrees above tha 
melting point of iron. 


An apparatus which may enable the 


record of a phonograph to be under 
stood independently of the sense of 
hearing has been contrived by a Brit- 
ish scientist. With this apparatus tha 
revolving phonographic cylinder ia 
caused to produce variations o* inten- 
sity in a weak electric current and 
these 
variations, 
-^-hen 
conducted 


through the hands, which have beea 
moistened for the purpose, are easily 
perceived. Since they correspond with; 
the sound variations, it is thought that 
by their aid a person totally deaf could 
appreciate the rhythm and character 
of a succession of sounds thus trans- 
formed into a series of sensations of a 
different kind.

Device* That Have Beea U[sad to Beat 


the Customs Officers.

NY person that lives on the bor- 
der between Maine aud New 
Brunswick and doesn't know 
anything about smuggling must 


be deaf and dumb and blind. There 
are inanr ways to avoid the officers. 


lu the Madawaska country, between 


Van Buren and Fort Kent, the settlers 
are the French Acadians, and all the 
customs officers in Maine, with the 
Sturgis deputies thrown In if they 
wtre there, could not prevent them 
from getting their gin from across the 
river. I was there once, when the good 
women of Aroostook, backed up by the 
law, sent a band of officers to prevent 
the poor Frenchman from spending his 
money for gin, writes a Parkhurst man 
in the Lewistou Journal. The water 
was high; there was no fording aud 
every boat and ferry for miles -was 
watched. 
It happened that Xavier 


tJ 
was out of gin. He kept a pub- 


lic- house, and nothing for his guests to 
drink did not suit him at all. 


But he had something up his sleeve 


to fool the officers. 
A barrel of gin 


from the Canadian side was hauled 
through the woods to the river, lashed 
to the under side of a log with hay 
wire, and sent adrift with a man oa 
the log. Now a log can be held at a 
certain angle in the river and the cur- 
rent will carry it across as it does a 
ferryboat—rivermen often cross in this 
manner and it excites no suspicion. 
There was plenty of gin and molasses 
•t Xavier's that daj for dinner. 


In one place the line runs several 


miles along a side hill. I once saw a 
gang of boys coasting on the crust 
some forty rods from the road. At the 
foot of the hill on the American side 
was a wood lot and a big pile of sawed 
wood. The boys had an old pung, and 
a close observer would have noticed 
that they always went in behind an 
old barn on the Canadian side to start, 
then they would go like the wind clear 
down to the wood pile in behind the 
fir trees. 


And that very morning a man "with 


a double team was there loading wood; 
the blue jays in the trees probabsy 
noticed that he was building a f-unny 
load in his big .«led box; it was hollow- 
in the middle with wood piles at the 
sides and ends, and perhaps they no- 
ticed that every time the pung load of 
shouting boys came down the hill they 
brought a chest of tea. The load was 
carefully covered with wood, taken to 
a village merchant, driven in the back 
yard and deposited in the cellar. 


One of m\~ neighbors once suddenly 


had a call to preach and finally went 
over into Xew Brunswick to spread 
the Gospel. In three weeks he re- 
turned, and when he came back he 
hitched his old horse in the village 
street, near the custom house, and had 
a prayer meeting in the streeet, but 
no one mistrusted that he had fifty 
costly silk, dress patterns in the bot- 
tom of his old wagon. 


Mr. A had a farm that ran to the 


boundary line. 
His buildings were 


forty rods from the line, but his gran- 
ary was only forty feet. Mr. B's farm 
buildings were close by on the Cana- 
dian side, a road ran between the 
granary and B's buildings, the road 
was on the line. A. raised about 600 
bushels of oats each summer and put 
them in his granary. Each winter he 
sold about 6000 bushels. 
Of course, 


things looked very susp~<aous. The cus- 
toms officers hid behind fences and 
rock piles and shivered many a winter 
night. Spotters and spies were hired, 
and a Government detective loafed 
around the line saloons for a month in 
plain sight of the magic little granary, 
but discovered nothing. It was dark 
ind deserted nights, but in the morning 
A would come and help load his team. 
The detective would sometimes saun-

into the bine and look for tracks la 
the snow, and then go back more puz- 
zled then ever.

outwitted. Between the granary and 
B's buildings was a culvert under the 
road, a wooden spout was made of 
boards about a. foot square, and some 
dark, stormy night about the beginning 
of winter the snow was cleared away 
and the spcut laid close on the ground 
in the culvert, under the road, under 
fences and is<o A's granary. A belt 
with cups attached ran inside the spout 
and a crank in B's barn was turned to 
carry the grain. As it was down hill, a 
very little effort would carry a stream 
of oats into A's granary a foot square. 
A blustery night wouid obliterate all 
tracks. 


A pile of brush cat from apple trees 


was piled between the granary and the 
road fence; This, covered wirh a drift 
of snow, hid the place where the spout 
entered the grana^- on the outside, aud 
on the inside it was covered by sliding 
back a wooden window. This was al- 
ways pushed back over the hole in 
the wall when they were loading oats, 
to admit light, there beiug no other 
window. When it was closed the bin 
was in darkness and the hole could not 
be seen. Of course, the oats were de- 
livered in B's barn in New Brunswick. 
When the snow began to melt in the 
spring the spout was removed and 
packed away until the next winter. 


At one time a certain village planned 


to have a great Fourth of July cele- 
bration and it was planned to have it 
dry. 


The local officers warned the saloon- 


keepers that any attempt to sell liquor 
in any form on tliat day would be 
punished to the full extent of the law, 
and the customs officers gave notice to 
all that an extra force would guard 
the roads leading from New Brunswick 
and all persons caught with liquor on 
that day would have their teams taken 
and be sent to Portland to settle with 
a United States Commissioner. 


The day dawned bright and clear and 


by 9 o'clock the trotting park at the 
lower end of the town was swarming 
with people to see the races. Half a 
mile away across the fields was a sa- 
loon on the boundary line. The thirsty 
looked at it with wistful eyes, but to 
walk there for a drink through the 
grass and grain was too much and to 
go around by the road by team -where 
officers were as thick as flies -was not 
to be thought of. 


Behind the park fence, close to a 


little brook shaded by thick alders, 
was a dance floor and a little booth 
where lemonade and soft beer were 
sold. There was soon a noisy crowd 
at this place, and by noon the town, and 
lockup were full of drunks. More offi- 
cers were sworn JLn. the saloons were 
searched, and men were sent through 
the crowds to look for pocket peddlers, 
but none were found. The guards on 
the line road reported all quiet in their 
direction, and the drunks, when ques- 
tioned where they got their booze, re- 
Cused to tell. 


It was a nine days* wonder, but at 


last it leaked out. Some farmers near 
the line were preparing to lay an aque- 
duct. They had piled up several large 
rolls of half-inch lead pipe. The con- 
spirators had taken this, and -with the 
aid of a plumber had laid it in the 
grass and grain from the line saloon 
to the dance floor and booth near the 
race course. The pipe carae out under 
the counter in the booth and served 
both as a conductor and speaking tube. 
The night before a jigger load of empty 
bottles had been smuggled into the 
alders, and inside of twenty-four hours 
a thousand of them had been distrib- 
uted among the 5000 people at the cele- 
bration, filled with liquor, besides all 
that was sold by the glass.

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..A MARINE MAN-TRAP..

O 


NE 
of the favorite 
hunting 
srrounds for the stutlcut of ma- 
rine life is the Great 
Harrier 
Reef of Australia, that ooralliue 
•wall •which stretchcs for 1200 miles 
from northwest to southeast along the 
eastern verge of the island continent. 


Upon Its summit flourish varied form 
of ocean life from the tropic and tem- 
perate zones. 
Here are rare sheila, 
delicate 
spouges. 
seaweeds yet un- 
named. Strange, brilliant fish find their 
¡way amidst the branchy coral. 
Deep 
In cave-like fastnesses lurk uncouth 
monsters, all eyes aud arms and jaws, 
alert to seize their incautious ijroy. 
Around and beneath, their labors af- 
fording a resting place and a refuge 
for all this teeming life, the tiny build- 
ers are still busy. 


Near the end of November, 1894, 
Crosby Wilson, an English .scientist, 
had come up the Groat Barrier iu a 
•mail Melbourne schooner to make a 
collection of shells. A reserved and si- 
lent man of forty-five, he was au ex- 
pert conchologist, whose 
discoveries 
were of world-wide interest, although 
kis name "was barely known outside 
the circle of his intimate friends. 


One morning Wilson planned a lonely 
ramble over the reef. ,Hls vessel was 
safely anchored in a cove south of one 
of the few small Islands that rear their 
heads along the Barrier. Fifteen min- 
utes' ro^Ying iu the dingey with the 
mate and two sailors brought him to 
the spot where he desired to land. The 
sea "was calm, and it was not diiTicuIt 
to approach close to the edge of the 
reef. The scientist stepped overboard 
into the few inches of water that cov- 
ered the coral. 


''Mind your steps, sir," said the 
mate, as the boat rowed away, 


Wilson thanked him for his warning, 
although it was little neede<l. It was 
by no means his first visit to the Great 
Barriers. 
Ke was perfectly familiar 
tWith its perils. 


It was a beautiful morning. 
Over 
the half submerged coral the st-a^rip- 
pled gently. 
Eastward a flock of gulls 
floated above the placid ocean. 
Kish 
broke in the lagoon. Half a mile away 
a school of sperm whales bound south- 
;ward were spouting. 


The conchologist was a tall, thin 
man, and as he stalked soiemuly to 
and fro through the shallows, 
with 
apectacles astride of his long, beak-like 
nose, and making au occasional stoop, 
lie looked for all the Avorld like a crane 
or heron. He wore a pair of hip boots, 
made especially thick to protect him 
from the bites of fish and crabs. When- 
ever he discovered a desirable shell he 
dropped it into a net of small rope 
iWhich one of the sailors had knotted. 
By the tiine the tide turned he had 
almost filled this. He began to make 
Lis way slowly toward the Island. 


One of the commonest forms of life 
on the Great Barrier is the giant clam, 
or Trldacna gigas. 
These bivalves lie 
.•with their huge mouths gaping wide to 
catch the food swept over them by the 
sea current. The strength of their mus- 
cles Is prodigious, and woe to the un- 
fiucky object that Is caught between 
their shells. 
Wilson knew well the 
peril he might incur by an incautious 
step, i l e kept a sharp lookout as he 
[walked along. 


Just beyond a little pool a rare conch 
caught the scientist's attention. In the 
Joy of discovery, with his eyes fastened 
on his find, he stepped upon 
what 
looked like a bank of weed. 
Unfortu- 
nately this concealed the open jaws of 
« large clam, 
Down went Wilson's 
tight leg almost to the knee. 
Instnutly 
the shell snapped together and he was 
trapped. 
As the sn*ong, sharp jaws 
closed the Englishman could not re- 
press a yell of pain. He did not need 
to look down to learn what had gripped 
him. 
Without wasing time in useless 
struggling he flung the bag from his 
Bhoulder and cast about fur means to 
extricate himself. 


Less than a mile to the south, above 
the little island, the sun glinted on the 
schooner's white sails. How he wished 
the low mound lower still. But it was 
high enough to hide the vessel's hull, 
and to prevent the crew from seeing 
his gestures. 


The torture of the sharp edged shells 
was excruciating. 
They held his leg 
AS firmly as a vise, not permitting the 
slightest motion. But for his thick boot 
they would have cut the flesh to the 
bone. He writhed with pain. Oh, for 
a pry of some sort, a steel bar to thrust 
between those remorseless jaws and 
compel them to relax their grip. 
Then 
be remembered his stout ciuspknife, 
aud drew it hopefully from his pocket. 


He did not attempt to chip away the 
edges of the shell. The enamel was, 
he knew, too hard for the steel. He 
hoped, however, to cut the byssus, or 
bunch of tough fiiameuts that held the 
clam to the reef, or even to Insert hi» 
blade between the hinged teeth at the 
bottom of the two great fluted valves, 
and sever the powerful muscles that 
^ ^ r s t e d them. But after consldi^rahie 
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groping about and pushing aside of the 
overhanging wood he found the base of 
the shollflsh so deeply embedded in the 
coral that his scheme appeared futile. 


Wilson dropped to a sitting posture, 
stretching his left leg out horizontally 
over the rough surface. He could roach 
round in a circle with a five-foot radius. 
But in that space there was nothing to 
help him, no loose rock that would en- 
able him to pry the shells apart. 


The rising tide now rippled three or 
four inches deep about him. An east- 
erly breeze had already sprung up. He 
knew how rapidly the sea made under 
the influence of the trade wind. His 
only hope seemed to be in the speedy 
return of the boat. 


He was ready to die for science If 
his death could do any good, but he 
much preferred to live for it. 


A pang smote him as he remembered 
the unfinished classifications that he 
had hoped to complete on this trip. 
Who would make them if he were tak- 
en away? 


His powers of observation M-ere pain- 
fully sharpened by his danger. 
He 
recognized a dozen different species of 
algae. 
He saws a school of little fish 
nosing the shells iu his net. He noted, 
too. that the water had risen slightly 
during the last few minutes. Again he 
strained his eyes southward, but the 
gleaming sail above the island gave no 
sign of succor. 


Still the t.de rose, The water now 
was nearly to his breaat. 
Unless help 
came soon he could not liope to escape. 


The bag was Just within his reach. 
He drew it toward him, knotted his 
watch and rings into his handkerchief 
and tied it to one of the coarse strands. 
He also put in the bag his notebook in 
its rubber pocket At any rate the re- 
sults of his observations should be pre- 
served for science. 


The billows were beginning to break 
upon the Barrier. 
A great, 
green, 
while crested roller raced in across the 
coral and dashed over his head, leaving 
iiim gasping for breath. 
Another uud 
another did the same. 


Anything was better tlian perishing 
without an effort. He thought again of 
assailing the tough strands that held 
the clam to the coral. To reach them 
he was obliged to thrust his head well 
under M'ater. 
This time his fingers 
found a more promising spot for an at- 
tack. 
Hack! hack! hack! 
With des- 
perate, slashing strokes he drew his 
knlfo across the stout filaments. How 
fearfully tough and thick they were. 
He straightened up, grasped the reef 
with both hands, braced his left foot 
and pulled mightily. 
Was he mistaken 
or was that really a tremor beneath 
him? 


Again he bent down and cut away, 
once, twice, thrice, pulling hard after 
each attempt. 
Each time there was a 
little 
yielding. 
The fourth 
effort 
pulled the strands entirely clear, and 
he fell splashing backward upoa the 
reef, M'ith the great clam clinging to 
his foot. 


For a little while the revulsion of 
feeling was too much for him and he 
almost fainted. 
Then he came to the 
realization that he was by no means 
out of danger. 
Although torn from its 
bed the huge shellfish did not relax its 
liold. 
Indeed, it seemed to nip him 
harder tlian over. He felt almost as if 
his leg were being bitten off. 


He looked to the south, and with a 
thrill of hope beheld a small white sail 
near the corner of the island. The din- 
gey was coming back. 
He shouted 
madly. 
In that wind his voice could 
not carry a fraction of the distance. 
But perhaps the men on board might 
realize his danger if he could only at- 
tract their attention. 
He waved his 
arms wildly about his head, 


Wilson was still in desperate plight. 
Ills right foot was enclosed between 
the ponderous shells. 
Their Aveight 
dragged him down. He could neither 
swim nor Avalk, The water was too 
deep to allow him to crawl on his 
hands and knees, dragging the mon- 
strous clam behind him. He could not 
stand upright flrmly enough to resist 
the onset of tlie seas. A big comber 
caught hlin In the buck and sent him 
rolling and tumbJiug over the face of 
the reef.

Could it reach him in time?

RMWd he atrove to prevent himself 
from being swept in^o the lagoon. But 
he could not help yielding to tho sea?, 
aud every one hammered him a llttio 
nearer the brink of tho coral wall. Ho 
knew that there the water fell fliarply 
oft to thirty feet. A plunge over its 
edge and the groat bivalve would drag 
him down to death. 


During his brief but desperate fight 
he was conscious tbrt the boat was 
rapidly drawing nearer. 
The mega- 
phone still shouted cncouragemput to 
him. 
At last it sounded only a few 
foet away. He cast a glance seawiird. 
There was the boat, running rapidly 
along the outer edge of the reef. It» 
crew did not dare to approach too npnr, 
for the rollers would shatter the din- 
gey on the coral rock. 


Fortunately the mate was familiar 
•with a passage not a hundred yards 
awaj'. Throwing down the megaphone 
he 
called 
out to Wilson, his voice 
sounding strangely weak and low after 
the instrument had been 
discarded. 
With oars and sail the boat was urged 
on. In a short time she had made the 
passage, and had turned back, skirting 
the inner edge of the reef. 


Wilson was now about ten feet from 
the brink. 
A huge curler foamed up 
above him. Cling as desperately as he 
might It tore his hold away, and rolled 
him toward the deep water. 
He felt 
his last hope slipping from him. It 
was hard to die on the verge of certain 
rescue. 


But the boat 
had ridden 
safely 
through the swells and was now at the

of the wall.

caught sight of an upfiung arm.

ing over on the coral he rushed to the 
spot, while the sailors held the dingey 
in place with their oars. 
Before an- 
other 
roller 
could 
break 
the half 
drowned scientist, shell and all, was 
half lifted, half dragged on board. It 
was a matter of a few moments for the 
men to release his bruised but other- 
wise uninjured leg from the clutch of 
the great clam.—Youth's Companion.

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A new process for purification of su- 
gar-beet Juice, by means of hydrosul- 
phuric acid, is announced by Consul 
Leiioux, of Prague. The Bohemian in- 
ventors have obtained patents iu Aus- 
tria and Germany. 


The German Government is making 
preparations for the Issue shortly of 
weather 
forecasts for agriculturists. 
The forecasts will be sent free or at a 
nominal charge, and the success of tlie 
undertaking will be Judged from re- 
turns of the subsequent weather sup- 
plied by. the recipients of the informa- 
tion. 


The forest service of the Department 
of Agriculture ha« Issued statistics oi 
the crossties purchased by the steam 
railroad companies during 1905. The 
total number of ties reported is 80,051.- 
000. of which 22.5G9.000. or 26 per cent., 
were to be used for the construction of 
new ti-ack. As 95 per cent, of the raiW 
way mileage reported, the total num- 
ber of ties used by the steam railways 
would be 84,400,000. representing near- 
ly 3.000.000,000 feet of lumber, board 
measure. 


From Australia comes ithe proposi- 
tion to employ mica for the powdei! 
chamber of cartridges. 
The allegc-i! 
advantages are that the quality of the 
powder could be Judged through its 
transparent covering; that on accouni 
of the resistance of mica to heat the 
temperature of the gun would not rise 
so rapidly with firing as is the case 
when ordinary cartridges are used, and, 
finally, 
tha£ in employing mica car- 
tridges it would never be necessary tc 
grease the breech of the gun. 


According to recent experlmentg in 
one of the scientific bureaus at Wash- 
ington tbe temperature of the incan- 
descent filament in an ordinary elec- 
tric lamp varies between 2489 degree« 
and 2«1>0 degrees Fahrenheit, 
This U 
perceptibly 
lower than the melting 
point of iron, which is about 1000 de- 
grees centigrade, or 2912 degrees Fah- 
renheit. But with carbon fibres a Httla 
thicker than ordinary, giving a little 
brighter light, it is thought that tho 
temperature may rise to 2902 degrees 
Fahrenheit, or fifty degrees above thd 
melting point of iron. 


An apparatus which may enable the 
record of a phonograph to be under 
stood independently of the sense of 
hearing has been contrived by a Brit- 
ish scientist. 
With this apparatus the 
revolving 
phonographic 
cylinder ia 
caused to produce variations o^ inten- 
sity in a weak electric current, and 
these 
variations, 
when 
conducted 
through the hands, which have been 
moistened for the purpose, are easily 
perceived. 
Since they correspond witU 
the sound variations, it is thought that 
by their aid a person totally deaf could 
aijpreciate the rhythm and character 
of a succession of sounds thus trans- 
formed into a series of sensations of a 
diiïerent kind.

NY person that lives on the bor- 
der between Maine and New 
Brunswick and doesn't know 
anything about smuggling must 
be deaf and dumb and blind. 
There 
are many Avays to avoid the otflcers. 


In the Madawaska country, between 
Van Buron aud Fort Kent, the settlers 
are the French Acadians, and all the 
customs oilicers in Maine, with the 
Slurgis deputies thrown in if they 
were there, could not prevent them 
from getting their gin from across the 
river. I was there once, when the good 
women of Aroostook, backed up by the 
law, sent a band of otficers to prevent 
the poor Frenchman from spending his 
money for gin, writes a Parkhurst man 
in the Lewiston Journal, 
The water 
was high; there was no fording and 
every boat and ferry for miles was 
watchcd. 
It happened that 
Xavler 
G 
was out of gin. He kept a pub- 
lic house, and nothing for his guests to 
drink did not suit him at all. 


But he had something up his sleeve 
to fool the officers. A barrel of gin 
from the Canadian side was hauled 
through the woods to the river, lashed 
to the under side of a log with hay 
wire, and sent adrift with a man on 
the log. Now a log can be held at a 
certain angle in the river and the cur- 
rent will carry It across as it does a 
forryboat—rivermen often cross In this 
manner and it excites 
no suspicion. 
There was plenty of gin and molasses 
at Xavier's that day for dinner. 


In one place the line runs several 
miles along a side hill. I once saw a 
gang of boys coasting on the crust 
some forty rods from the road. At the 
foot of the hill on the American side 
was a wood lot and a big pile of sawed 
wood. The boys had an old pung, and 
a close observer would have noticed 
that they always went in behind an 
old barn on the Canadian side to start, 
then they would go like the wind clear 
down to the wood pile in behind the 
fir trees. 


Atid that very morning a man with 
a double team was there loading wood; 
the blue jays in the trees probably 
noticed that he was building a f-unuy 
load iu his big sled box; it was hollow 
in the middle with wood piles at the 
sides and ends, and perhaps they no- 
ticed that every time the pung load of 
Bhouting boys came down the hill they 
brought a chest of tea. The load was 
carefully covered with wood, taken to 
a village merchant, driven in the back 
yard and deposited in the cellar. 


One of my neighbors once suddenly 
had a call to preach and finally went 
over into New Brunswick to spread 
the Gospel. 
In three Aveeks he re- 
turned, and "When he came back he 
hitched his old hors^ in the village 
street, near the custom house, and had 
a prayer meeting in the streeet, but 
no one mistrusted that he had fifty 
costly silk dress patterns in the bot- 
tom of his old wagon. 


Mr. A had a farm that ran to the 
boundary line. 
His buildings 
were 
forty rods from the line, but his gran- 
ary was only forty feet. Mr. B's farm 
buildings were close by on the Cana- 
dian side, a roaU ran between tlie 
granary and B's buildings, the road 
was on the line. A. raised about GOO 
bushels of oats each summer and put 
them in his granary. 
Each winter he 
sold about (5000 bushels. 
Of course, 
things looked very suspicious. "The cus- 
toms officers hid behind fences and 
rock piles and shivered many a winter 
night. 
Spotters and spies were hired, 
and a Government detective loafed 
around the line saloons for a month in 
plain sight of the magic little granary, 
but discovered nothing. 
It was dark 
ind deserted nights, but in the morning 
X would come and help load his team, 
rhe detective would sometimes saun- 
ter over and ask foolish questions, peek 


into the bins and look for tracks ia 
the snow, and then go back more puz- 
zled then ever, 


I will tell h f v the Government was 
outwitted. 
Between the granary and 
B*s buildings was a culvert under the 
road, a wooden spout Avas made of 
boards about a foot square, and some 
dark, stormy night about the beginning 
of winter the snow was cleared away 
and the spout laid close on the ground 
in the culvert, under the road, under 
fences and l»to A's granary. 
A belt 
Avith cups attached ran inside the spout 
and a crank in B's barn was turned to 
carry the grain. As it was down hill, a 
very little ciTort would carry a stream 
of oats into A*s granary a foot square. 
A blustery night would obliterate all 
tracks. 


A pile of brush cut from apple trees 
was piled between the granary and tho 
road fence; This, covered with a drift 
of snow, hid the place Avhere the spout 
entered the granary on the outside, aud 
on the inside it was covered by sliding 
back a Avooden window.

When it Avas closed the bin 
was in darkness and the hole could not 
be seen. Of course, the oats were de* 
llvered In B's barn in New Brunswick, 
Wlien the snow began to melt in the 
spring the spout was removed and 
packed away until tlie next winter. 


At one time a certain village planned 
to haA^e a great Fourth of July cele- 
bration and it Avas planned to have it 
dry. 


The local officers warned the saloon- 
keepers that any attempt to sell liquor 
in any form on that day Avould be 
punished to the full extent of the law, 
and the customs officers gave notice to 
all that an extra force Avould guard 
the roads leading from New Brunswick 
and all persons caught Avith liquor on 
that day would have their teams taken 
and be sent to Portland to settle with 
a United States Commissioner. 


The day dawned bright and clear and 
by i) o'clock the trotting park at the 
lower end of the town AA^as swarming 
Avith people to see the races. 
Half a 
mile away across the fields Avas a sa- 
loon on the boundary line. The thirsty 
looked at it with wistful eyes, but to 
walk there for a drink through the 
grass and grain AVas too much and to 
go around by the road by team Avhere 
officers were as thick as flies Avas not 
to be thought of. 


Behind the park fence, close to a 
little brook shaded by thick alders, 
was a dance floor and a little booth 
where lemonade and soft beer Avere 
sold. 
There was soon a noisy crowd 
at this place, and by noon the town and 
lockup were full of drunks. 
More offi 
cers Avere sworn jn, the saloons were 
searched, and men were sent through 
the crowds to look for pocket peddlers, 
but none were found. The guards on 
the line road reported all quiet in their 
direction, aud the drunks, when ques- 
tioned AA'here they got their booze, re- 
fused to tell. 


It Avas a nine days' wonder, but at 
last it leaked out. Some farmers near 
the line were preparing to lay an aque- 
duct. They had piled up several large 
rolls of half-inch lead pipe. The con- 
spirators had taken this, and with the 
aid of a plumber had laid it in the 
grass and grain from the line saloon 
to the dance floor and booth near the 
race course. The pii)e came out under 
the counter In the booth and served 
both as a conductor and speaking tube. 
The night before a jigger load of empty 
bottles had been smuggled into the 
alders, and inside of tAventy-four hours 
a thousand of them had been distrib- 
uted among the 5000 people at the cele- 
bration, filled with liquor; besides all 
that was sold by the glass.

In fact, electrU'ity bids fair 
tu coJivert tlie home into a palace of 
lu.\ury and assist mightily in solving 
the servant question.—Flectricai lie- 
view.

The German Government is making 
preparations for the issue shortly of 
weather forecasts for agriculturists.

English Divorce Cases. 


Petitions for dissolution of marri- 


age decreased from 824 in 1903 to 720 
In 1904, but those for judicial separa- 
tion rose from 90 to 102. Five hun- 
dred and eighteen decrees nisi were 
made absolute in dissolution cases of 
the 634 that were granted, and in 10 
where a decree of nullity was sought. 
In 31 cases the King's Proctor inter- 
vened and in 24 the decree was re- 
scinded, and 7,763 separation orders 
were made by magistrates, against 
7,292 in the preceding year. Of 887 
petitions in 267 the parties had been 
married five years and less than 10 
years, while in 337 the duration of 
marriage was between 10 and 
20 


years.—JLaw Times.

English Divorce Cases. 


Petitions for dissolution of marri­ 
age decreased from 824 in 1903 to 720 
in 1904, but those for judicial separa­ 
tion rose from 90 to 102. 
Five hun­ 
dred and eighteen decrees nisi were 
made absolute in dissolution cases of 
the G34 that were granted, and in 10 
where a decree of nullity was sought. 
In 31 cases the King’s Proctor inter­ 
vened and in 24 the decree was re­ 
scinded, and 7,7G3 separation orders 
were made by magistrates, against 
7,292 in the preceding year. 
Of 887 
petitions in 267 the parties had been 
married five years and less than 10 
years, while in 337 the duration of 
marriage was between 
10 
and 
20 
yioars.—Law Times.

Why, a shade tree, of course. 
Or a whole grove of them. 
And they’re easily made. 
There is but to fold in two, length­ 
wise, a piece of deep leaf-green tissue 
paper about four inches in width and 
fourteen inches in length. 
Cut this 
paper very regularly through the fold 
as shown in Fig. 1, making a sort of 
paper comb. 


Then roll 
the 
band 
between the 
thumb and finger, as in Fig. 2, until the 
cut paper forms a large mass. When it 
is as tight as it will go, fasten together 
the tube part 'With a little paste and 
make the paper puff out by running the 
finger between each strip or poper ring. 
Stick the tube in the end of a flat 
mustard cork in which a hole has been 
cut, or you can use a large spool. 


Paint the tube brown for the trunk 
of the tree, and, if you like, you can 
color the cork to make it look like one 
of the great standards in which ever­ 
green trees are now often set. 


By 
making the paper larger or 
smaller you can have big trees or little 
ones.—Philadelphia Record.

POOR MEN BEST SCHOLARS 


Yale Class Book Shows Course Costs 
on an Average Over $4,000. 


Great interest is manifested in the 
Yale senior class book, just issued, 
whielf shows that the high scholar­ 
ship men in the class were able to 
get along with a great deal less ex­ 
penditure than the low scholarship 
men. 
The difference in the figures 
is considerable. 
According 
to 
the 
book the high scholarship men have 
an average expenditure of $731 for 
the year, while $1,244 was the aver­ 
age expended by the low scholarship 
men. 


Another interesting lot of figures 
shows that the average expense a 
man is $4,140 for four years, the low­ 
est amount during one year being 
$100, and the highest $7,550. 
Six­ 
teen per cent, or 38 men, average 
less than $500 a year. 
Ninety-five 
men earned their expenses in part, 
while 24 have eaarned all their ex­ 
penses.

PRESIDENT FAVORS LOCK CANAL 


31 r. Roosevelt la Preparing to Send 
Message to Congress. 


'Washington, Jan. 16, — President 
Tlooeevelt la preparing to send to con­ 
gress a message which will favor a 
lock canal.

Tlie message of the president will 
favor the construction of a Jock canal, 
ox} the ground that it Is In the interest 
erf tho prosent generation and not for 
posterity, and that It can be built for 
Jjeas cost of time and money. It Is said 
that the president incidentally asked 
the Republican members of tho com­ 
mittee to support tho nomination of 
Joseph B. Bishop to be a member of 
tha canal commission and to use every 
effort to prevent indiscriminate reduc­ 
tions of the salaries of canal officials, 
which he fears may he the result of the 
investigation. 


Favors "Open Door” In Morocco. 


Ix>ndon, ’Jan. 10.—Tho Associated 
Press is advised that Ambasador White, 
resprctfenting the United States at tho 
Morui«an conference at Algeclras, will 
support the German contention both as 
to- the "open door" in Morocco and as 
to an international commission to con­ 
trol the policing of the country., It is 
*u,ggesed that this may make the adop­ 
tion of the German view probable, par­ 
ticularly in the light of the fact that 
Russia has shown marked indifference 
to* tho appeal of France for support.

Against School Board. 


According to Judge Bittinger’s opin--| 
ion handed down Monday, parents with 
children living a distance from a school 
house in their own district, aro entitled 
to 
relief and may send their chil­ 
dren into other districts or into other 
counties, if the authorities of tho other 
district are satisfied, at the cost of the 
township or district in which tho paV- 
tics live. 


The order promulgated by Judge Bit-* 
tinger sustained Wm. G. Gobrecht, a 
farmer of Paradise township, in pro­ 
ceedings which he instituted against the 
School Board of the township. Gobrecht 
claimed that he was unable to send his 
children to Gable’s .school, the nearest 
one in York county, because of the ne­ 
cessity of their traveliug over two miles 
of lonely road, which is wet and swain* 
py and badly drifted in time of snow. 
Up to November, 1904, Gobrecht’s chil­ 
dren received instructions at the Hamil­ 
ton school house, in Adams county. 
Directors of Hamilton township there­ 
after rofused to receive the children' ex­ 
cept upon payment. 


Tho court directed that the school 
board of Paradise township enter into 
an agreement with the directors of Ham­ 
ilton township whereby the children of 
the petitioner may be instructed in tho 
latter schools, and ordered that cost of 
proceedings be paid by the school dis­ 
trict of Paradise township.

BALLOON FLIGHTS *OVER SEA, 


RIXCE JAIME of Bourbon and 
Baron von Kerwin hnve in view 
a trip from London by the bal- 
loon route to Austria, the Medi- 
terranean, or whatever other destina- 
tion the winds may decree. They Avish 
to get inland away from the Atlantic 
as soon as'possible, and so tliey are 
Availing at Loudon for a Avest or souUi- 
west breeze that may take them over 
the North Sea or perhaps the Baltic, 
trusting to luck for a zephyr from the 
north Avhile they are hovering over 
Germany that may carry them to the 
couthlands. 


The time was when the idea of de- 
liberately planning an air voyage over 
a bit of sea Avas thought unworthy of 
a sane man. 
The balloon takes to 
water if conditions Impel it, but its be- 
havior 
after 
reaching that element 
doesu't resemble that of the duck. 


Now, however, short sea journeys 
have no special terrors for the seasoned 
aeronaut, though the fact that more 
than one-fourtli of all the persons on 
record as having lost their liA'es Avhile 
ballooning died by 
droAvning would 
not seem to encourage flights over seas 
or big lakes. 
Four balloonist« have 
been drowned in the English Channel, 
four in the Atlantic, one in the Medi- 
terranean. 
Donaldson and Grlmwdod 
lost (heir lives in 1S73 in Lake Michi- 
gan, and Yandergrift perished in tlie 
Obattahoochee River. Still, there have 
been some very remarkable trips at sea 
that involved no tragedy. 


The first crossing of the English 
Channel by balloon, in 1S3G, was, per- 
haps» the mdst notable journey up to 
that time. Green and Mason ascended 
from London, provisioned for a fort- 
night, supplied Avith passports to all 
parts of the Continent, and eager to 
look down upon the Continental cities 
from the same airship that bore them 
iloft at Earl's Court. Their wish was 
gratified, for they crossed the Channel 
almost A'-ertically over Dover and Ca- 
lais in about an hour, passed across 
northeast France, Belgium and a part 
of Germany, and landed finally near 
the town of Weilburg in the Duchy of 
Nassau, eighteen hoitrs after tlieir de- 
parture from Lpndon. 
They had trav- 
eled more than 600 miles. 


The Atlantic between France and 
the Norway coast has twice been trav- 
ersed by balloons. During the siege of 
Paris in 1S70 a balloon was sent aloft 
tt midnight with an aeronaut, a pas- 
senger and bags of dispatches. It was 
hoped the balloon would descend near 
Tours. 
The night was dark and the 
voyagers, not knowing the wind had 
changed, felt no apprehension 
until 
they heard the dashing of breakers on 
the coast. 
They Avere drifting out to 
sea, and for many hours they scudded 
north till they finally reached a coast 
where the mountains were snow coa'- 
fired. • Descending too rapidly from loss 
Df gas they were obliged to throw out 
their precious dispatches, which were 
finally 
recovered and reached 
their 
aestinations. The travelerfj fell among 
kind people in Norway and the world 
soon heard of their wonderful trip. 


A little later Durouf and his wife 
advertised that they would cross the 
Channel from Calais at a certain hour, 
A vast crowd assembled, and there was 
almost a riot Avhen Durouf announced 
that the ascension was postponed on 
account of adverse Avinds. 
Goaded by 
the insults of the crowd his Avife and 
he at length recklessly went aloft and 
were carried out into the Atlantic. For 
three days hundreds stood on the shore 
watching that part of the ocean over 
which the balloon had 
disappeared, 
and then a telegram announced that 
the two aeronauts had been saved by 
the crew of an English fishing smack 
on the Skagcrrak, as the bailoon was 
approaching the coast of Norway. Few 
reckless exploits have ended less seri- 
ously.—New York Sun.

HIS 
PANCAKES. 


Pancakes, by centuries-old tradition, 
half secular, half churchly, belong 'to 
Shrove Tuesday as unquestionably as 
mince pie to Christmas, eggs to Easter, 
or turkey to Thanksgiving. 
Mr. Will- 
iam O'Brien, in his recent "Recollec- 
tions," tells a pretty story of how pan- 
cakes once saved his brother Jim from 
hanging in those days of English mis- 
comprehension and callousness toward 
the "distressful country," noAv happily 
gone by. when so many Irish lads of 
spirit engaged in treason quite as a 
matter of course. 


Young Jim O'Brien, who was then 
eighteen, drilled with the rebels at 
night, wrote and sang rebel songs, and 
kept a revolver—which the inquisitive 
William, four years younger, soon dis- 
covered—hidden behind a loose brick in 
the chimney of the boys' 
bedroom. 
The rebels, much to his disgust, kept 
William out of the plot, although in 
pity of his youth, not in distrust of it. 


At last, on Shrove Tuesday. 1867, the 
appointed time had come—the rising 
was to take place. 
Jim wrote some 
more verses, beginning: 
••Be ready, be ready to-night, my boys! 
Our camp's in the wild-wood glen," 
and read them over to the admiring 
William, adding the significant query, 
**Can you guess what to-night means?" 


"He would go into no further par- 
ticulars 
with 
me, 
however," 
Mr. 
O'Brien records. "It was Shrove Tues- 
day night, and my poor mother, who 
little dreamed of what was before her, 
had made us an enormous dish of pan- 
cakes. When the feast was over I fol- 
lowed Jim ur> stairs, where I found 
him disinterring the revolver from the 
receptacle at the back of the 
fireplace. 
He had mounted his topcoat, and I no- 
ticed that he had stuffed the pockets 
full with pancakes. 
It was his boyish 
commisariat for the campaign against 
the power of England. It must be con- 
fessed that my own heroic contribu- 
tion to the scene was to break down, 
crying. He turned upon me with very 
unusual gruffness. 


"*What the mischief- do you mean?' 
he said. 
'They'll hear you!' 


"Then, relenting, he caught my hand 
and whispered very softly, 'Good-bye, 
Bill! 
You'll hear some news before 
morning.' 
He noiselessly undid the 
bolt, and was gone into the night, from 
which a biting Avind came in upon my 
face and froze me to the heart." 


The rising proved a failure at once 
absurd and pitiful. Jim told Bill after- 
ward that his revolver was the only 
serviceable 
firearm 
in the compamy. 
Nobody was hurt on either side, but 
the rebels, before they were dispersed, 
captured some policemen and burned 
a constabulary barrack. 


The sergeant's wife and little chil- 
dren had to leave their beds suddenly 
and escape by a ladder, and it was 
young Jim O'Brien who cheered and 
comforted them in their terror, and 
quieted the crying of the babies by 
feeding them A v i t h his pancakes. 


He escaped the soldiery, and stole 
quietly home the next night, but before 
morning the police thundered at the 
door, and he was arrested on a charge 
of high treason. For some time he Avas 
in prison, under the shadow of appar- 
ently inevitable- doom. 
But when it 
became necessary to identify him, the 
person called upon to do bo was the 
sergeant's wife. 


He Avas such a mere boy—and then 
she remembered the pancakes. 
She 
conld not bring herself to send him to 
the gallows or the convict gang. 
Her 
memory failed her strangely and sud- 
denly, good woman; 
in 
fact, 
she 
seemed 
quite 
sure that young Mr. 
O'Brien had not been there at all. And 
the lad Avent free.

THINGS MADE FROM MILK. 


Tt^mri— in Anfttrl» For T«nil«t Omi V—» 
fal ObJecH in UaUUth. 


The writer received something of a 
fthock the other day, when, after mak- 
ing what he considered a very fine 
break in a local billiard match, he Avas 
informed by an inter'^sted onlooker 
that what he had been playing 
AVith 
was not a billiard ball but a quart of 
skimmed milk. 
There A v a s no disput- 
ing the fact oither, for the intelligent 
gentleman Avas able to prove his as- 
sertion on the highest scientific author- 
ity, says the London Tit-Bits. He had, 
moreover, given the subjec t careful 
study, and was prepared to state the 
process tnrough which a quart (or it 
might haA-e been a gallon) of milk 
from which the cream had beon ab* 
stracted passed before settling down 
in the useful capacity of a billiard ball. 


"Axllkstone, or galaiith, or petrified 
milk," he said, "is milk subjected to a 
chemical process, by means of which 
the casein Is precipitated as u yellow 
brown powder. 
This powder is mixed 
with formalin, and thereby a hornlike 
product is formed called 
milkstone. 
With various admixtures 
this 
sub- 
stance forms a substitute for a hun- 
Qred useful materials, such as ivory, 
celluloid, marble, 
hard 
rubber, 
and 
even amber. 
There is no limit to the 
number of useful articles Avhich can be 
made from galaiith, and they include 
almost everytning from cigarette hold- 
ers to mantelpieces. 
Wien voii next 
play a Chopin nocturne on your much 
prized grand do not imagine that your 
fingers are Avandering over what once 
formed part of an elephant's tusk, for 
ten to one the keys nave been mann- 
factured from a few gallons of that 
class of milk which is usually retailed 
at a penny a quart. 
As a matter of 
fact, piano keys are now seldom made 
of real ivory except in the case of the 
more expensiA^e instruments. 
This is 
rather remarkable when one remem- 
bers that from a single -ilephant's tusk 
no fewer than ninety-six sets of i;eya 
have been cut. 
However, galaiith is 
now the best substitute for ivory that 
we have, for it is smooth to the touch, 
retains an excellent color and, unlike 
celluloid, is proof against fire. 


"Perhaps you are unaware that ev- 
ery year In Vienna there is held a kind 
of festival that is called 
'Creamery 
Day,' and which has its usefulness in 
demonstrating the very latest achieve- 
ments in dairy products. 
A couple of 
years ago on 'Creamery Day' Maxi- 
milian Ripper, assistant at the chemi- 
cal agricultural experiment station, de- 
livered a lecture on 'skimmed milk/ 
which was attended by scientists from 
all parts of the country. 


"Mr. Ripper stated that 
skimmed 
milk Is now used for a thousand dif- 
ferent purposes—for the manufacture 
of sugar of milk, as food for many an- 
imals besides pigs, and for a very de- 
licious beverage poetically called 'milk 
champagne/ which is skimmed milk 
mixed with fruit Juices and impreg- 
nated with carbonic acid, 
rather 
large percentage of skimmed milk ii 
also separated into its comijonent parts, 
which are then worked up. The 'case- 
in' serves for the manufacture 
of 
. cheese, also for glue, putty and other 
substances. 
But all these different 
uses of skimmed milk did not solve 
the question favorably until the inven- 
tion of galaiith, which is just the ma- 
terial scienti^s have been Avaiting for 
during the last quarter of a century. 
The insolubility of galclith, its easy 
working, elasticity, and proof against 
fire make it a very desirable product. 


"In Austria something like a 100,000 
quarts of skimmed milk are used daily 
for the purpose of making galaiith, and 
the industry is largely on the increase. 
Factories haA^e been ervicted for turning 
galaiith into ail sorts of useful objects, 
and its great strengtu even allows it 
to be used in place of stone and 
marble. 
You A\'OUld build a house of 
milk if you liked, and it Avould be as 
strong and lasting as though made of 
Aberdeen granite. 
Moreover, all tJ]e 
fittings could be made of the same sub- 
stance, and they would 
uilive the fin- 
est ordinary material that was ever 
constructed." 


A Modern Arc»tlia* 


A traveler Avho recently visited the 
coast of Labrador says that nowhere 
on earth are life and property held so 
sacred as in that little-known and bar- 
ren land. 
A thousand miles of lonely 
seaboard, along Avhich is scattered a 
population of some 10,000 people, about 
one-third of «whom are Avhite, would 
seem to give every opportunity for 
crime, yet there is no police officer of 
any kind, no court, and no jalL 
Nor 
are they needed. 
The only criminal 
charge 
within 
fifty 
years 
Avas one 
against an Eskimo who shot a rival 
Jn love. 


In addition to the resident popula- 
tion, the coasc is visited every summer 
by about 10,000 Newfoimdland fisher- 
men, and while Newfoundland Itself iv 
not by any means free from criminals, 
none appear to come among the fishers, 
or else the example of the natives of 
Labrador causes them to refrain from 
any Avrong-doing Avhile there. 
About 
forty years ago a circuit court visited 
the coast every summer, but as it 
found nothing to do, it was abolished.
